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It’s Strawberry Festival week end in Belleville 


The 42nd-annual Belleville National 
Strawberry Festival will take place this 
weekend, with the big parade beginning at 
11 a.m. Saturday.

When they first opened the doors, they 
repaired farm machinery and lawn mowers 
as much as vehicles. For the first few years 
of the business they also sold Sinclair gas, 
but found that this took too much time 
away from their repair work and gave up 
that part of the business. 

In 1974 Henry Martin passed away, 
leaving Fritz with the business. As time has 
gone by, Fritz’s son Randy and grandson 
Brent Martin continued the legacy with 


School Board hires new law firm 
to represent district, after 44 years

The Van Buren Public Schools have 
had the Collins-Blaha law firm as its legal 
counsel since about 1974 and the school 
district was one of its clients when the firm 
formed. 

After 44 years, the district has new 
legal counsel. On Monday, the board of 
education unanimously hired the Thrun 
Law Firm, P.C., as the district’s legal firm. 

A committee of board members Keith 
Johnston, Susan Featheringill, Darlene 
Gerick, Supt. Pete Kudlak, Human 
Resources Director Abdul Madyun, 
Financial Director Shareen Barker, Special 
Education Director Karen Johnston, 
Curriculum Director Jeff Moore, and 
Building and Grounds Director James 
Williams met twice to interview law 
firms with the intention of making a 
recommendation to the board. 

Moore and Williams were unable to make 
the second meeting. 
The committee unanimously 
recommended Thrun of those considered. 

In a memo to the board, Supt. Kudlak 
said, “This recommendation is based on the 
scope of services Thrun provides. They are 
a large firm that specializes in educational 
law. They are particularly strong in student 
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matters, labor/employment, and special 
education. They represent more than 500 
districts across Michigan. 

“Their interview was detailed, personable, 
and professional. They built trust with the 
board members and confidence with the 
administrators. The committee is pleased 
to make this recommendation.” 

Collins-Blaha was among those 
considered. It listed its cost at $195/hour, 
billed in 15-minute increments. 

Thrun will be $245/hour billed in six- 
minute increments with a $2,200 retainer 
no charge for short phone calls less than 
six minutes. 

In other business at Monday’s two-and-a- 
half-hour meeting, the board: 

e Approved the Belleville High School 
math textbook purchase at a cost of 
$134,795.20 for six years. The Big Ideas 
textbooks are for the BHS Algebra, 
Algebra 2, Geometry, Pre-Calculus and 
Calculus courses. The program offers a 
physical copy of the textbook (one set 
for the classrooms) as well as an online 
version. Professional development costs 
for teachers is free with purchase of the 
Big Ideas. They are expecting the books 
in August before school starts. They 
replace the Carnegie Math program for

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Fritz, at the age of 86, still showing up to 
work every day. 

At this time, Martin and Son has three 
generations working there. 

Fritz has also been very instrumental with 
his mentorship to many farmers, craftsmen, 
mechanics, other small businesses and has 
been asked by larger companies for his 
professional opinions.

McBride, BHS, and some of Owen which 
cost $660,000 for six years and has now 
expired; 

e Unanimously approved Supt. Kudlak’s 
recommendation to change Owen 
Intermediate to an orange and black color 
scheme and change McBride Middle 
School to the Tigers and an orange and 
black color scheme, both to match BHS. 
Kudlak said the water damage to the Owen 
gym floor pushed forward his idea to unite 
the schools with a common color scheme 
and mascot for unity, consistency, and 
sense of pride.

The Belleville Market at the Fourth Street 
Square in downtown Belleville has begun 
its second year and this year it will be open 
every Monday from 4 to 7:30 p.m.

So far, vendors have brought flowers, 
jellies, and crafts, with soaps and bath 
products coming soon. As the summer 
progresses and the crops ripen, more 
vegetables will be coming, Millard said.

She was brought to the board 
by Trustee Sheena Barnes and Treasurer 
Peggy Morgan. Smith said she was buying 
BBQ for her daughter at Barnes’ BBQ 
stand, when they began talking about the 
needs in Sumpter. 

Smith was encouraged to bring her 
proposal to the Sumpter Township board 
and met twice with Supervisor John Morgan 
and his deputy. She left information for 
the board members. Supervisor Morgan 
told her they could probably find space for 
her. But, board members were delayed in 
getting the information. 

Smith was writing a grant to get help 
for Sumpter, but the grant deadline had 
passed by the time the board was allowed 
to meet with her on June 12. That’s when 
Supervisor Morgan said there was no room 
at the inn, unless she wanted to share space 
with WIC and she should ask them. No 
room in that sprawling community center 
for a desk? So sad.

First, may I clarify that I 
only use the term stepdaughter because I 
want no misconception about my title, not 
my role. 

I married into this family over 15 years 
ago, Egypt moved into this house on the 
day I arrived, so yes, I did not give birth to 
her, but I did raise her. Her life, regardless 
of what was a perception, was difficult. 
She felt she was always in a competition to 
be someone she was not. Not unavoidably 
unfamiliar with any teenage girl, but she 
was different. Egypt needed to be herself, 
to accept others, to accept herself; she did, 
eventually. 

She blossomed over time within her 
adulthood, and with the support from 
family members. She became strong and 
independent, with much resistance from 
some of those that want to call her a friend, 
inside our present situation. There was 
jealousy, there was betrayal, and no matter 
what may come out of the mouths of some, 
it is truth. She spoke of this, she spoke of 
concern, she spoke of what she wanted for 
her future. 

I know that a momentous betrayal was 
her murder, hidden from some, shared 
with others. This was planned, it was 
not spontaneous, and for those that pay 
attention -- we know. I do think that her 
ultimate betrayal is the protection that 
many are giving to the one that took her. 
There have been those that claim to be 
her friend that have stated “If he did it 
then I will not protect him.” Have we ever 
thought that protecting him is keeping his 
arrest at bay? 

Mother and fathers, look at your children. 
Imagine being called over to their home

“I can see why Wayne County was in 
trouble,’ Trustee Frazier commented, 
referring to McNamara’s time as a county 
commissioner.

VBT board approves $200,000 
for Public Service Dept. projects

One Van Buren Township carport fell 
down in a windstorm last year and the 
other Public Safety carport is unsafe, can’t 
be used and has to be replaced. 

At the June 5 regular meeting of the VBT 
board, it unanimously approved moving 
$200,000 from the fund balance to the 
Public Services Department for various 
projects, including the $40,000 for carport 
replacement. 

Public Services Director Matthew Best 
said the projects were supposed to be done 
in 2017 but the funds weren’t allocated by 
the end of the year and went back into the 
general fund, as is the policy. 

Director Best said the $200,000 total 
would cover: 

e Carpet for the police department and 
assessor’s office - $21,500 (which actually 
was completed in January and paid with 
other funds in the budget that have to be 
replenished); 

e Carpet for the fire stations, $25,500; 

e Architectural and Engineering costs, 
$100,000; 

e Space and needs assessment project,

$13,000, evaluation of township hall site; 
and 

e Carport replacement, $40,000. 

When asked if the carpet that had been 
installed was from a local bidder, Best said 
they got a local bid, but it wasn’t selected. 

At the June 4 work/study session, when 
Trustees Paul White, Reggie Miller and 
Sherry Frazier asked about what the 
$100,000 was for in architectural and 
engineering costs, Best said probably most 
of it was for Van Buren Park. Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara said it’s for several 
things and, “You can’t pull it apart. I don’t 
think you can do it.”

Monday, June 18, is the anticipated 
start date of the long-awaited McBride 
Road paving project and on June 7, about 
ten neighbors gathered at the Van Buren 
Township Hall to hear details on what to 
expect. 

The property owners on McBride have 
a Special Assessment District to help pay 
for the changing of their gravel road into 
a smooth asphalt road, in conjunction 
with a grant from the county and $90,000 
from the Van Buren Public Schools. 
The McBride Middle School is in this 
residential neighborhood. 

They learned their SAD payment would 
be much less than formerly announced. 
Ron Akers, VBT director of planning and 
economic development, said the payments 
now would be $200 a year for five years, 
unless they have to dip into the contingency 
fund. If so, it would be $300 a year for five 
years. 

Present at the meeting were about ten 
residents and ten township officials, 
engineers, and the asphalt contractor. 

Engineer Dave Nummer of Wade Trim 
addressed the gathering, introducing Frank 
Prano of Florence Cement Company of 
Shelby Township, which will be doing 
the asphalt paving, and John Hopp, 
construction engineer of Wade Trim, who 
will be in charge of the project. Hopp lives 
in Van Buren Township. 

Nummer told the neighbors that Hopp 
will be on site during the project and any 
problems or concerns can be brought to 
him. His cell phone is (313) 363-3483. 

Nummer said the anticipated start of June 
18 is right after school is out and the project 
will take five to six weeks, depending on 
the weather. 

“We may get done quicker than that,” 
Nummer said. 

He said first they will excavate about a 
foot down. The road is flat now and they 
will put a crown in the road for the water to 
roll off to the ditches. 

They will put 8” of new limestone base 
and 4” of asphalt. It is a good solid road, 
Nummer said, and there’s a good base even 
with 12” removed. 

He said there will a 24’ wide track with 1’ 
paved on each side and 3’ of gravel on each 
side, for a total of 32’. 

He said they have narrowed down the

travel lanes because people tend to drive 
slower on narrower roads. 

“People drive as fast as they feel 
comfortable,’ Nummer said. He said 
instead of becoming a speedway, the 
narrower road will encourage slower 
driving. 

“Each driver’s tolerance varies,” he 
noted. 

He said another reason they narrowed the 
roadway is because the cost of the project 
came down substantially. He said there 
will be minor ditch work and cleaning, but 
the ditches already function fairly well. 

Nummer said the relocation of mailboxes 
will have an impact on residents. He said 
they will put up brand new posts and mount 
the present boxes on them at the end of the 
project. If there is a custom mailbox, the 
owner should get with Hopp as the project 
gets started and they will be handled on an 
individual basis. 

They will work out temporary mail 
delivery with the post office and maybe put 
in a gang box. 

He said some water main work will be 
done, like putting in a fire suppression line 
and another line will be put in from Beck 
Road to the school. 

“There will be a few days for that and 
then they’ll begin excavating the road,” 
Nummer said, adding they will backfill as 
they go so they will maintain roadway to 
the driveways through most of the project. 
He said there may be a couple of hours 
when the driveways are inaccessible. 

“You'll see them coming day by day down 
the road and you can gauge when they will 
be in front of your house,” Nummer said.

Nummer told the neighbors that if they 
have a wedding party or a graduation party 
or some other event, to let them know so 
they can work around those events and 
work with the public. In other projects 
there were scheduled dialysis treatments 
and they should let Hopp know.

When they spray asphalt tack on the 
roadway it would be a good day to go to the 
beach or out to dinner because it shouldn’t 
be driven on because it’s sticky and messy.

Sen. Hopgood introduces bill to 
permanently recognize atomic vets 


On June 5, Senator Hoon-Yung 
Hopgood, D-Taylor, introduced a bill to 
honor Michigan’s atomic veterans for 
their sacrifice and service to the state and 
nation. 

Senate Bill 1053 would declare July 16 
of each year as Atomic Veterans Day in 
Michigan. 

“Atomic veterans were subjected to 
an unusual risk, and deserve our respect 
and gratitude,” Sen. Hopgood said. “This 
resolution reflects pride in Michigan’s 
history, and honors veterans for their 
commitment to this country.” 

On July 16, 1945, as a result of the 
Manhattan Project, the U.S. conducted 
the first detonation of a nuclear device 
in New Mexico, also known as the 
Trinity nuclear test. Between 1945 and 
1962, more than 200,000 American 


service members, including those 
from Michigan, participated in these 
aboveground nuclear tests. They also 
served with the U.S. military occupation 
forces or were held as prisoners of war in 
or near Hiroshima or Nagasaki. 
“Secrecy laws and oaths prevented 
many veterans from seeking medical 
care or disability compensation as a 
result of the radiation exposure,” Sen. 
Hopgood said. “This legislation brings a 
permanent awareness to an issue that has 
been hidden for so many decades.” 
Sumpter Township resident Toni Clark 
had persuaded the senate to set a day in 
2017 to commemorate atomic veterans 
and had hoped to get the state to set an 
annual commemoration. She also is 
working to get the day set nationally.

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Court Watching: 
Judge Parrott binds 


‘homeless’ 17-year-old 
defendant over for trial

At 34th District Court on June 6, Dontao 
Eugene Cavins, 17, waived his preliminary 
exam by video from the Wayne County Jail 
where he is being lodged on $5,000/10% 
bond. 

Judge David Parrott scheduled him for 
arraignment on the information in the 
warrant and police report on June 13 at the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice. 

Cavins is charged with unlawful driving 
away of a motor vehicle, larceny in a 
building, and unlawful use of a motor 
vehicle in Sumpter Township on May 20. 

His court-appointed attorney said this was 
Cavins’ first felony offense and the car was 
recovered and belonged to a family member. 
He asked for his client to get personal bond 
so he wouldn’t have to spend any more time 
in the Wayne County Jail, “which is not a 
good place for a 17 year old.” 

But the Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
said Cavins has had numerous contacts with 
the police and is homeless, “So I don’t know 
where he would go ... literally he would 
be on the street.” The prosecutor also said 
$5 ,000/10% bond is pretty reasonable. 

“T have a place to stay,” Cavins called out 
through the video. 

“If he were at Dickerson it would be 
different,’ the defense attorney said 
referring to another county jail site. “But 
he’s in the Wayne County Jail with robbers 
and killers and he’s only 17.” 

Judge Parrott referred Cavins to pretrial 
services for a bond review and continued 
the bond as set. 

James Robert Bullock 

James Robert Bullock, 49, did not show 
up for his probable cause conference and 
so Judge Parrott signed a bench warrant for 
his arrest. Bullock had been out on personal 
recognizance bond of $10,000 and that was 
revoked. 

Bullock is charged with operating with a 
high blood alcohol content, fleeing police in 
a vehicle, driving while license suspended- 
2nd and ORV-open intoxicants on June 13, 
2016 in Sumpter Township. 

Matthew Ramiro Sanchez 

Matthew Ramiro Sanchez, 34, had his 
preliminary exam adjourned until June 20 
on a charge of operating while intoxicated- 
3rd in Belleville on May 2. He is free after 
posting $10,000/10% bond. His retained 
attorney is Theodore Metry but another 
lawyer stood in for Metry at the court 
session. 

Kirsten Kathleen Flatley 

Kirsten Kathleen Flatley told Judge Parrott 
she has just hired attorney Jim Murray 
and so her probable cause conference was 
adjourned to June 13 and her preliminary 
exam to June 20. Judge Parrott told her the 
file shows she needs to be fingerprinted 
so she should go to the Belleville Police 
Department for that. 

She is charged with unlawful use in the 
City of Belleville. 
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BHS students have 
chance to briefly use 
electron microscope 


Belleville High School recently had 
the opportunity to experience the Hatachi 
High Technology TM3030 Plus Scanning 
Electron Microscope for a few days. 

Hitachi Technologies in America through 
their “HTA: Inspiring STEM Outreaches” 
program provided the electron microscope 
for several area schools. 

The program introduces the scanning 
electron microscope to students in 
Southeastern Michigan who attend K-12 
schools in underserved or rural high 
schools. 

The goal of the program is: interest and 
introduce students to scientific inquiry into 
nano materials and technology, preparing 
them for entry into fields of nanotechnology 
and nanoscience, where these instruments 
are everyday tools. 


Dr. John Mansfield, a recent retiree from 
University of Michigan’s Michigan Center 
for Materials Characterization, delivered 
and installed the equipment. He trained 
the teachers at BHS and provided example 
samples for use in the classes. Students 
were provided training from BHS teachers 
and were given the opportunity to develop 
their own projects in microscopy. 

Dr. Mansfield is also the editor-in-chief 
of the “International Journal of Microscopy 
and Microanalysis.” 

Belleville Advanced Program (AP) 
Biology students were able to use 
the Hatachi TM3030 Plus Scanning 
Electron Microscope for six days, first 
exploring its use and capabilities, and by 
day two transitioning to inquiry-based 
investigations. 

Every student worked the different 
aspects of the process from devising the 
investigations, to collecting and loading 
samples, to driving the SEM (Scanning 
Electron Microscope).

Some investigations conducted included:
